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Claims

2 a Substantially rigid edible panel suitable for ingestion by a pet, the 

3 substantially rigid edible panel having a thickness, a perimeter, a front surface and 

4 a back surface; 

5 at least on^message region being positioned on the front surface and/or 

6 back surface of the substantially rigid edible panel and within the perimeter of the 

7 substantially rigid edible^panel; 

8 at least one edible\message suitable for ingestion by the pet, the edible 

9 message having a plurality of Characters, each character being sufficiently large so 

10 as to be perceived visually by humans without assistance, the message region being 

1 1 configured so at to permit the placement thereupon of the characters of the edible 

12 message; 

1 3 means for positioning the substantially rigid edible panel in the vicinity of 

14 the pet so that the pet may ingest the substantially rigid edible panel and edible 

1 5 message ,
